Alaskan statehood was a Dem- 
ocratic party triumph . . . but if 
was one brought off by a coali- 
tion of Western and moderate 
Southerners. The Old South fought 
it to the bitter end. The moderate 
Democrats ‘‘called the signals.”’ 


And, in Janua~y when the Con- 
gress convenes, the Democratic 
alliance of the West and moderate 
South will be at least two votes 
stronger in the Senate and one 
in the House. 

Indeed, this combination of 
Democrats will almost certainly 
have much additional strength. 
They are very likely to pick up 
as many as 35 to 40 house seats 
and make a gain in the Senate 
outside Alaska. 


Debate 

This probability, which is as 
certain as anything can be in 
politics, has started a running de- 
bate in Washington. It is suggest- 
ed that the next Congress may be 
one in which the liberals will 
dominate. It could be. But, it 
likely will not. 

The odds now would seem to be 
that the moderates will still be at 
quarterback. The results will be 
progressive and liberal, but they 
will not be extreme. The Old 
South representatives will oppose, 
but they will lose as they did in 
the civil rights debates and in 
the contest over Alaskan state- 
hood. Nor will there likely be an 
open break between the Demo- 
crats. Bitterness will erupt on 
the floor and will expose itself in 
debate. But, the moderate Demo- 
crats and the Westerners will not 
wish a party fight. They will want 
merely to see their measures win. 
And they will. 

The moderates who now control 
the Democratic party, and who 
will do so for the next several 
years, do not at all regard their 
colleagues from the Deep South 
with enmity. They quite under- 
stand their predicament. 

In conversations they will dis- 
cuss and admire the really great 
ability of some of the Old South 


senators, and express a sincere | 


sympathy for them as captives of 
a regional political system which 
the slow, sure march of events 
and economics steadily erodes. 
These senators often are admit- 
tedly among the more able in 
that august bocy. They are often 
of presidential caliber. But, they 
have been forced politically to: 
ally themselves with policies 
which go contrary to the national 
direction. And, too frequently, 
this has become a Frankenstein 
which forces them to extremes of 
speech and position which are 
distasteful to them as individuals. 
Now, according to veteran ob- 
servers of trends and directions } 
in Washington, where the national 
mood is best reflected, these men, 
decent and able, of good charac- 
ter and ideals, P&triotic and dedi- 
cated, will find themselves more 
and more in declining influence. 


Tragedy

His first job will be to set up 
office space in the Capitol and 
begin assembling a staff for his 
broad investigation. 


SAME DAY 

Lawson will begin his investiga- 
tion on the same day that the 
Senate ‘‘watchdog’’ committee is 
scheduled to meet for the first 
time in several weeks to resume 


its proposed independent investi- | 


gation of the state government. 

The “‘watchdog” group will meet 
at 10:30 a.m. to plan its future 
course. The committee, composed 
of friends of Lt. Gov. Vandiver, 
has been stymied for several 
months because Griffin refused to 
allot funds to it during the fiscal 
year that ended June 30. 

However, the committee is now 
expected to obtain state-financing 
for its operations because a new 
legislative appropriation became 
available on July 1, the start of 
a new fiscal year. 


RUN DOWN CHARGES 


Griffin, at a press conference, 
declared that Lawson will have a 
“free hand’’ to run down charges 
and allegations of irregularities in 
the state government. 

“We're going to chase down 
these unconfirmed rumors of this 
and that,” Griffin said. ‘‘We’re 
going to see and determine if 
there are violations of the crim- 
inal statutes.”

“SNOOPING MISSION” 


The Russians had charged that 
the Air Force men were flying 
a snooping mission for the U.S. 
Strategic Air Command June 27 
when their C118 military trans- 
port was intercepted 102 miles in- 
side Soviet Armenia by Soviet 
jets. The Soviet announcement of 
the interception and seure of the 
men gaid the plane burned after 
it landed. It was not clear whether 
the burning was due to Soviet jet 
action or whether the U.S. airmen 
burned it purposely to destroy 
military equipment. 

The United States, demanding 
the quick release of the airmen, 
said the plane did not deliberately 
cross into Soviet territory but flew 
off course due to navigational er- 
ror in overcast weather. The U.S. 
statement said the plane was fly- 
ing on a diplomatic mission to 
Iran from Germany via Cyprus 
and Turkey. 

The Soviets said the plane 
crossed the Soviet-Turkish border 
south of Yerevan, capital of the 
Soviet Armenia Republic. Yere- 
van is about 10 miles from Tur- 
key’s east border.

Improvement Plan? 


A Sandy Springs civic group wanis 
Fulton County to set up a paid fire de- 
partment for that community to replace 
the volunteer fire department it now 
has. 

The desire certainly is understand- 
ables Sandy Springs is a rapidly devel- 
oping residential area which needs mu- 
nicipal services on an increasing scale. 
It is becoming one of the metropolitan 
area’s most desirable and attractive sub- 
urban communities. 

As the civic group is-perfectly aware, 
however, Sandy Springs can have the 
fire protection being asked for under 
existing machinery without additional 
legislation. Under the Plan of Improve- 
ment, which specifically sets out certain 
types of municipal services available to 
Fulton County unincorporated areas from 
the Citv of Atlanta, the matter of fire 
protection fully is covered. 

‘Any area desiring full-time fire pro- 
tection will be furnished same by the 
Atlanta Fire Department at exact cost if 
it is willing to set up a fire district. The 
County Commission can enter into a 
contract for such fire protection, the cost 
to be borne by the citizens desiring it. 

This provision was considered care- 
fully and was acceptable to all parties 
concerned at the time of its adoption. It 
seems unrealistic still to expect Fulton 
County to furnish paid fire departments 
at public expense to every group of prop- 
erty owners who desire it. Certainly in- 
corporated towns cannot be expected to 
furnish such services to them without 
charge. Nor should: urban residents be 
taxed to provide protection for unincor- 
porated areas. 

There is, of course, one way in which 
Sandy Springs or any other community 
can avail themselves of full municipal 
services without looking to Fulton County 
to provide them. They can become part 
of the City of Atlanta through annexa- 
tion. This has been considered seriously 
by Sandy Springs residents. They would 
be a welcome addition to the urban 
family. 

The main idea of the Plan of Improve- 
ment was to cut out duplicating services 
provided by the city and county—serv- 
ices taxpayers were paying for twice. 
It was well-reasoned, too, that municipal 
services could best be provided by a mu- 
nicipality already in business. 

While the Plan of Improvement did 
leave areas of discontent, it is working 
to the best advantage of the metropoli- 
tan region. It should not be tampered 
with but its administration constantly 
worked at and improved. 


Goldfine-Adams Case 
Should Benefit Nation 


Washing of the Goldfine-Adams dirty 
linen will resume today in Washington. 
Meanwhile, the aroma of wire-taps and 
silly bleats from the Goldfine camp 
about this being worse than Russia con- 
tinue to add nothing to the stature of the 
Santa Claus from Boston. 

Nor, for that matter, to that of Mr. 
Adams. It is the consensus of Washing- 
ton observers that as soon as he decently 
can, Mr. Adams will resign and get off 
Mr. Eisenhower’s back, as they say. And 
the President, who admittedly does need a 
man of Mr. Adams’ skills, will miss him. 
Secretary of the Interior Seaton is the 
best current bet for replacement. 

In the long run, public morals may be 
the beneficiary of this controversy. We 
have been through an era of the big ex- 
pense account, in which individuals and 
some businesses spent extravagantly 
rather than pay taxes. Gifts were a part 
of business expenses, as the Goldfine- 
Adams case so well reveals. 

The Internal Revenue Department al- 
ready has moved to tighten up this type 
of evasion which sometimes went to fan- 
tastic lengths, and we may expect more 
of it. Also a sort of tradition is being cre- 
ated and we may be sure that senators and 
congressmen wishing to make a name 
for themselves will hereafter be on the 
alert for any such strayings by federal 
employes in or out of the White House. 
We trust they also will not fail to look 
within their own memberships. 

Meanwhile, as has been said, the best 
gift a friend can send a person in gov- 
ernment is nothing at all.

State Lags Shamefully 
In Curing Mentally Ill 


Dr. Karl Menninger of the Mennin- 
ger Clinic in’ Topeka, Kan., during his 
recent visit to Atlanta put his finger on 
what Georgia should consider a sore area 
of its conscience, 

The famed psychiatrist said he 
couldn’t understand why “such a pro- 
gressive state” ranks 46th or 47th in re- 
turning mentally ill persons to society. 

Not only is the record poor in that 
regard but another tragic truth is that 
too many are given some measure of 
treatment and released without being 
cured. Other mental cases go undetected 
until it is too late for recoveries to be 
effected. 

Georgia has a long road to travel in 
order to bring the Milledgeville State 
Hospital up to a peak of effectiveness as 
a treatment center. Due to limited funds 
and the fact that it has been used as a 
dumping ground for the unwanted, the 
institution over the years has been forced 
to sacrifice a good portion of its curative 
potential in order to double as a custodial 
center, 

Some progress now is being made to 
improve the plight of the mentally ill in 
Georgia. Notable strides were taken dur- 
ing the last session of the General As- 
sembly with the passage of the principal 
recommendations of the legislative com- 
mittee headed by Sen. Peyton Hawes. 

But there yet is so much to be done 
before Georgia emerges from the bottom 
of the list in results achieved in treating 
the mentally ill. Surely the citizens of 
this state at last will insist that the 
shameful record is accorded the attention 
it deserves and that necessary improve- 
ments are effected.

Hard Facts of Life Told 
About Modern Farming 


It doesn’t cheer us, as many things 
connected with industrial bigness do not, 
but we think James L. Sutherland, presi- 
dent of the Southern Seedsmen’s Assn., 
is correct. 

Modern farming, he said in a speech, 
already is and will become “more of a 
gd organized business than a way of 
ife.” 

Science and mechanization, marketing 
conditions and public demand have made 
farming their business. Capital in large 
supply is necessary for today’s farming. 
The one-mule farm long ago ceased to be 
a workable economic unit. The tractor, 
relatively inexpensive as it is, is too 
much investment for a really small farm. 
The trend is toward larger and larger 
farms and toward more and more invest- 
ment in research and mechanization. 

There isn’t any escape from this. Boll- 
weevil-resistant cotton, new fiber and 
oil crops, hybrids of all kinds in food 
crops—all are expensive but necessary. 

The farm known to men of 50 and 60 
years of age disappeared long ago. Most 
of the small farms remain in the South. 
That’s one major reason why farm income 
is lowest there. Most of the machines are 
in other areas. That’s still another reason 
why our income is low. But we are con- 
tinuing in our own revolution. And it is 
exactly in the direction Mr. Sutherland 
indicates. And the pity js, ’tis true.

Is in Shameful Condition 


Georgia has collected over $317,000,000 from its citizens during 
the past year, July 1, 1957 to June 30, 1958. Commissioner T. V. 
Williams said Georgia was ‘‘one of the few states showing an in- 
crease in revenue collections against the last fiscal year without 
additional taxes becoming effective during this period.’ 


When you get right down to it, 

this boastful announcement is no 
great shakes; Georgia already 
levies enough taxes to hold the 
line many more years, it would 
seem. 
Two Georgia tax sources un- 
common to many other states are 
the three-cent sales tax and an 
income tax form which doesn, 
allow its citizens to exempt f 
eral income tax payments. In 
other words, Georgians pay state 
tax on money they never get. 

Few complain of taxes when 
they are justified. Half of state 
taxes go for education. But in 
other state projects, it is difficult 
to see why Georgia cannot come 
up to par. Take the road net- 
work in Georgia. It seems that 
with $317,000,000 entering the 
state kitty annually, the state’s 
major highways would be sub- 
stantial, at least. Look at US. 
Highway 29, a leading route and 
Troup County’s principal connec- 
tor. It’s little more than a rutty 
cow trail. U.S. Highway 23 in 
north Georgia is even worse. 
Area motorists are also awere 
of the condition of U.S. 27. Little 
wonder the tire industry is pros- 
pering in this state and wheel 
aligners stay busy. 

The administration is eager to 
brag about the rural roads in 
Georgia. They are among the 
very best, we are told. We 
should hope so since it appears 
that a ‘great sacrifice is being 
made on the thoroughfares to 
build the farm-to-market system. 
But are the rural roads in prop- 
er perspective? How many ve- 
hicles travel them in ratio to the 
main highways? Few, of course, 
but the political aspect is «uge 
—thanks to the county unit sys- 
tem. ! 

An administration figures it can 
become extremely popular by 
stretching miles of paving over 
the rural acres. When it is done 
at the expense of main highway

construction and maintenance, a 
state ends up with washboard 
topping for the networks most 
used by most people in the state. 


Traveling over Georgia roads 
along the busy routes, one gets 
the idea that perhaps the state 
government is not bothering to 
spend any more money on them

state. And from the looks of things 
—and the feel of them—the wait 
has already been a long one. But 
indications are that even the in- 
terstate construction will not meet 
first-class specifications in many 
instances. 

While Commissioner Wiliiams 
was bragging about Georgia tax 
collections, he might also have 
added that it’s one of the ‘“‘few 
states” whose chief roads have 
become almost § impassable 
through unscrupulous -manage- 
ment of state funds.

Most people have thorns in the 
flesh. I, have «been thinking of 
those persons whom I know best. 
Every one of them has some kind 
of a thorn in his flesh, some 


infirmities. 
handicaps are the least difficult to 
bear. I have in mind those handi- 
caps of the mind and the spirit. 

There are handicaps of birth or 
circumstance. None of us can 
choose our parents or the time 
and place of our birth. Not a few 
persons feel that if they had been 
born 100 years ago, or 100 years 
hence, they would have had bright- 
er, happier and more successful 
lives. And sometimes people la- 
ment that conditions make it nec- 
essary for them to live in undesir- 
able locations. 

For others there are the handi- 
caps of race. To belong to a mi- 
nority people, so often misunder- 
stood and misrepresented, is a 
handicap for many sensitive peo- 
ple.

Harris said the investigator 
told the committee ‘‘I was over 
zealous. . .and did not stop to 
think of the harm that might be 
done to the subcommittee through 
my actions.” 

He quoted Shacklette as saying

Asked whether he thought dis- 
covery of the microphone would 
impair the effectiveness of the 
committee, Harris said ‘‘I do not 
see why it should,”’ adding that the 
committee would continue its work 
toward its purpose and objectives. 

Its assigned job is to delve into 
the operations of federal regula- 
tory agencies, to see whether they 


are improperly influenced, among 
other things.

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BALTIMORE (—Warren Spahn to vitch and Willie Mays to 
lead off were Manager Fred Haney’s surprising choices for the Na- 
tional League Monday to face Bullet Bob Turley of the American 
League in Tuesday's 25th All-Star baseball game. 


Haney tossed the book out the window when he turned to his 
37-year-old Milwaukee left-hander as the National's starter despite 
an American lineup that will include only one left-handed batter— 
second baseman Nelson Fox of Chicago. Spahn has appeared in 
five All-Star games, starting in 1949 at Brooklyn and winning in 
relief in 1953 at Cincinnati. 

‘‘He gets the right-handers out just as easy as the left-handers,”’ 
Haney explained in his hotel lobby. ‘‘He hasn’t pitched since Friday 
and so will have three full days of rest. And don't forget this is a 
big ball park with plenty of room to catch a fly ball.” 

The selection of Mays to lead off caused almost as much com- 
ment as the choice of Spahn (10-5). The San Francisco center field- 
er with a .358 average and 15 home runs has been batting No. 3 in 
the Giant lineup. 

“You figure to pinch hit at least three times for your pitcher in 
this game,” said Haney. “If the pinch hitter comes through, then 
you have Willie coming up next. I couldn't think of anything nicer 
than that.” 

Casey Stengel, the New York Yankee manager who will be 
managing his eighth All-Star team (he has a 2-5 record) went along 
with his ace Yankee right-hander in Turley. The no-windup pitcher 
is the top winner in the majors with a 12-3 record and four shutouts 
among 11 complete games. 

Although Turley was named to two other teams, he never pitched 
before. He last worked Friday. 

Stengel didn’t let Haney, his 1957 Wor!d Series conqueror, get 
away with all the surprises. He moved Mickey Mantle, the Yankee 
switch hitter, to the No. 2 spot in the order to give him that many 
extra chances at National League pitching. 

Mantle has been in a season-long slump but has been pulling out 
of it in recent days. Mickey hit his 21st home run Sunday to close 
in on the leaders. Jackie Jensen of Boston, who tops both leagues

Nellie Fox, the league leading batter from Chicago with .327, 
leads off. Because Mantle switches against a left-handed pitcher, 
the White Sox second baseman will be the only lefty swinger in the 
American starting lineup. 

After Cerv comes Bill Skowron of New York on first base, Frank 
Malzone of Boston on third, catcher Gus Triandos of Baltimore, 
shortstop Luis Aparicio of Chicago and Turley. 

Neither Stengel nor Haney would name any definite pitchers 
after their starters in this silver anniversary game. The American 
League holds a 14-10 series edge and is a 13-to-10 favorite, although 
the National has won six of the last eight. The Americans won last 
year at St. Louis, 6-5, with each team scoring three in the ninth.

Wolfson thinks realignment is inevitable and advisable, and 
he anticipates a vast change in the baseball map before next 
season, 

He's optimistic that the Sally League will field eight teams next 
year. And he doesn’t deny that there has been considerable talk 
about the Southern borrowing a couple of Sally League franchises. 

Wolfson says that Charleston and two North Carolina cities are 
ready to enter the Sally, and he believes working agreements can 
be arranged. 

Charlotte and Knoxville have been prominently mentioned as 
future members of the Southern Association. Earl Mann makes no 
secret of the fact-that he’s going to pull all the strings in. an effort 
to elevate Atlanta into triple-A ranks if Jacksonville has no ambi- 
tion to join the Southern, but the Florida city undoubtedly would 

leap at an AAA franchise.

A friend in Jeffersonville writes that ail Twiggs County is 
a-twitter over the forthcoming horse show, to be staged at the ball 
park at 7 p.m. July 19. 


Just reading her account of all the preparations makes me 
breathless. It’s obvious that if you're looking for peace and quiet 
for your summer vacation you better sack any dreams you have 
of lolling about a small town, putting your feet under the table of 
kinfolks. 


Smalliown people have more projects on than their leisured 
city cousins ever dreamed of launching. This horse show, for in- 
stance. They've been staging it in Jeffersonville a couple of years 
now to raise money for the county elementary-high school. One 
vear it was for lunchroom equipment; this year it’s for uniforms 
for the county-wide bana. 

Everybody is in the act, according to Mary Hart Whitehurst. 
Housewives are working late at night to get their butter beans, 
squash and corn in the freezer and their peach pickle made so 
they can devote the daylight hours to seiling ads for the program 
or deciding momentous questions, such as how many cakes they 
should make to sell at the show. Men are preparing the grounds 
at the Jeffersonville ball park, arranging about lighting, checking 
seating and, of course, selling tickets. 


Since I left Creola, Ala., and a little bay mare named Nancy, 
I haven’t had much truck with horses so I keep being surprised at 
how much enthusiasm a display of horse-flesh engenders in Geor- 
gia citizens. Mary Hart says the Jeffersonville show will draw 
thousands of people from all over the state, horse enthusiasts every 
one. A recent show in Atlanta was a sell-out attraction. 


It’s funny, in a way, how the horse, no longer a necessity to 
the American family, continues his hold on our affections. Maybe 
after a Fourth of July weck-end of fighting the perils of automotive 
traffic he seems especially dear. 

Which reminds me that I saw recently an account of the very 
first automobile accident in Atlanta—and the beginning of the end 
of the reign of the horse and mule. 


Franklin Garrett in his ‘‘Atlanta and Environs” recorded that 
a bicycle dealer, William Dawson Alexander, of 35 North Pryor St., 
brought the first cars to town—three steam Locomohbiles—in Feb- 
ruary, 191. ‘“‘There were no lamps, no top, no mud guards, no 
horn—just a buggy with a boiler under the seat and an engine on 
the axle,’”’ Mr. Garrett related. 


John W. Alexander, vice president of the Farmers’ and Trad- 
ers’ Bank, was the first customer and he and a demonstrator em- 
barked on a journey to East Point. 

“We were bowling along about 20 miles an hour and enjoying 
watching the people stare at us as we flew by,” Mr. Alexander 
later described the trip. ‘‘But just when I was congratulating my- 
self on picking up the engineering of the thing so rapidly we saw 
a farm wagon coming to meet us. The mule stopped and looked 
at the approaching phenomenon with his ears pointed straight for- 
ward. Then he began to rear. 


“Somehow we managed to get by him, but we had barely 
passed him when we saw another mule tied behind the wagon. He 
was looking out to see what was making the funny noise, I guess, 
and he backed square into us. The chug-chug stopped and the ma- 
chine flew straight into the air. I hit the road and got a scratched 
shoulder and a few bruises. But the other man sailed about 20 feet 
and began to yell that his back was broken. He was not even bad- 
ly hurt. The Locomobile was turned over in the ditch. We lifted 
it out and onto its wheels. It chugged naturally and we were soon 
back in Atlanta.”

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Atlantan Is An Expert 
On Japanese Gardens

Why are Japanese gardens so small? 
What type flowers grow best and are flower shows as elaborate as those in 


the states? 

Mrs. Ernest ¥. Pugmire, Lon- 
don born, Salvation Army 
trained, a grandmother 14 
times and now an Atlantan, 
can “‘fill in’ with a lot of Ori- 
ental lore and customs relating 
to these questions. This jolly, 
attractive woman, widow of a 
national commander of the Sal- 
vation Army, lived in Japan for 
12 years. As a member of the 
Martina Garden Club, she. was 
asked to talk on an Oriertal 
theme for a recent meeting. 


DWARFLIKE GARDENS 


“To really understand the 
Japanese dwarflike gardens and 
arrangements, one must realize 
that for centuries the country 
has been overcrowded,” said 
Mrs. Pugmire. ‘To a Japanese 
the view from any angle, in- 
side or out, is very important. 
Regardless of how small the 
garden is, it contains a scale 
of “landscape, exquisite in detail 
and proportions. 

‘For instance, a depression 
makes a river bed with white 
sand to give the illusion of wa- 
ter. Many a tree limb used for 
accent takes on the lines of a 
woman's form. Nearby is a 
shrine set amid a grove of bam- 


boo. Paper lanterns lighted at 
night reflect the flowering 
bushes.”’ 


Over the centuries the Japa- 
nese garden has evolved as a 
serene composition in stone, wa- 
ter and planting, a restful scene 
to look upon, an invitation to 
repose and quiet contemplation. 


USE BAMBOO 


Mrs. Pugmire says that in 
Japan, bamboo compares with 
the pine trees in the South for 
its wide usefulness, such as for 
fences, utensils, various building 
methods and the like. From the 
culinary standpoint, bamboo 
shoots are quite a delicacy. 

“Flowers do not grow as well 
in Japan as in America,”’ Mrs. 
Pugmire continued. ‘However, 
the soil is very good for cherry 


trees, camellias; azaleas and 
other flowering bushes. The 
chrysanthemum is the royal 


flower of the Japanese and all 
gardeners work on them with 
high technical methods for show 
purposes. Shows there are very 
formal. Many of the arrange- 
ments and the flowers are ex- 
hibited on wire frames resem- 
bling human and animal forms.”’ 

Regardless of the income 
bracket of the families, every 
home in Japan has a garden. 
Naturally wealth determines 
the size as well as the site of 
the garden. 


SELECTS SITE 


“The wealthy class always 
selects a site for home and gar- 
den where the sacred Mt. Fuji 
can be seen,” said Mrs. Pug- 
mire. “This makes a beautiful 
background for the bamboo 
groves, waterfalls, lanterns and 
rivers.” 

Mrs. Pugmire, who resides on 
Martina drive, has tried to use 
as much Japanese ‘‘atmos- 
phere’’,as possible around her 
one-story white stucco home. 
She has concentrated her gar- 
dening on the cultivation of va- 
rious flowering bushes. 

She is the former Grace Vick- 
ers of London. An _ Episctd- 
palian, she said that as a ‘‘very 
young teen-ager’”’ she did church 
work among the poor and just 
“drifted into the army (Salva- 
tion).’"” She was a member of 
the corps and was stationed in 
Canada when she met her. fu- 
ture husband. 


LIVED MANY PLACES 


During their tour of duty, the 
couple iived in many places 
throughout the world, mostly 
in the Orient. It was while they 


lived in Tokyo—in Hibya Park 
near the American Embassy 
that Mis. Pugmire studied the 
art of Japanese flower arrange- 
ment. _The couple returned to 
the states in the thirties and 
since the commander's death, 
Mrs. Pugmire has lived in /At- 
lanta. 

Her home is filled with many 
interesting items reminiscent of 
her stay in the Orient. Among 
them are a variety of bamboo
